In Memoriam 


GEORGE S. ALLEN 
Born October 2, 1885 Died June 29, 1948 — 


George was born and educated in the Town of Milton. He 
was associated all of his life with the processing of milk products. 
His father, Heman Allen, had a farm and also owned a cream- 
ery. Soon after the Cooperative Creamery was built, George 
left his farm and became associated with that creamery. As he 
was mechanically inclined, his work was largely along the lines 
of maintenance and building. When wells were found to furnish 
an insufficient supply of water, he was empowered to install a 
- water system from Milton Pond, which under his supervision, 
he saw greatly enlarged and improved. 


He was Village Trustee from 1926 through 1946 and gave 
unsparingly his time to the performance of the duties connected 
therewith. 


He disliked waste which prompted him to be the prime 
mover in establishing an efficient fire department in the Village 
to save our buildings. ‘The fire house and equipment, under his 
guidance were always kept at the peak of perfection. 


He was an ingenious fellow of which the manner of harvest- 
ing and storing ice for the creamery is a good example. All, his 
handiwork. 


As is well known, the fire company, of which he was Chief 
from its inception, was his pride and joy. When possible, he 
never failed to answer the call. It was on such a call that his 
life span ended. He would have preferred it that way. He was 
that kind of man.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 
Ending December 31, 1948 


During the year the department answered 46 Alarms; 17 
calls in Village limits, 24 outside (Town calls) and 5 out of town; 
Fairfax, Colchester, Georgia. For the out of Town calls we were 
reimbursed in the amount of $257.00: of this amount we received 
from Fairfax, $172.00; Colchester, $60.00; Georgia, 25.00. We 
were also called to St. Albans by their Fire Department to as- 
sist them to fight the Hotel Fire, where several lives were lost. 

Sixteen firemen took complete schooling in fire fighting dur- 
ing the summer under the direction of a Certified instructor, 
Ass’t. Fire Chief, Donald Kelly of Burlington, and each fireman 
that completed this schooling is. to receive a diploma, issued by 
the State. 

It was during this schooling period, that our very- efficient 
and First Fire Chief, Geo. S. Allen dropped dead while fighting 
the fire at the United Church. We all feel his loss very deeply. 

As you all know, our fire alarm sounding system was great- 
ly improved this summer, by installing an additional sounding 
system at the Public Electric Light Plant, and their employees 
at the plant are giving us very efficient service, and we extend 
our thanks to the P. E. L. Co. and their employees, and you al- 
so know we have a private telephone line for calling the depart- 
ment; the No. is 4171. This is strictly a private line for calling 
the department in case of fire, and [ cannot impress on you too 
much, not to call this number to ask where a fire is,.as this only 
hinders the department in their work of locating and ‘getting to 
a fire with least possible delay. | 


Our equipment is in good condition, altho we will soon re- 
quire a new set of tires, as the tires now on the pumper are the 
original tires and are about eleven years old. We will also be 
obliged to purchase a few lengths of new hose, 2) and 114 sizes. 
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We have recently purchased a new Carbon Dioxide Extinguisher 
known as CO 2, which is very effective in fighting Class B-C and 
D fires, Flamable liquids, Electrical equipment, Gasoline and 
kerosene fires. 

As many people complain they are unable to hear the frre 
alarm down street and on the plains, especially in winter, the de- 
‘partment recommends that an additional siren be purchased and 
placed at some convienent place, down street. We have roof of 
Branch’s store in mind, and we have their permission to do so. 
This siren would be somewhat smaller than the one on the fire 
station; this would greatly improve this condition. We would 
appreciate the‘opinion of the voters on this.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
VILLAGE OF MILTON YEAR 1949 


FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Iknding December 31, 1949 


During the year the Department answered 42 alarms; 18 
were in the Village limits and 24 «were outside (Town calls). 
This includes 2 out of town; Fairfax and Colchester. The 
Village was reimbursed for these calls. 


The fire of the Pelco and Hewey woods was rather of an 
expensive fire. Eighteen hours were required in fighting this 
fire which is good proof that forest fires are expensive and 
should be guarded against as much as possible. 


While the fighting equipment is in good shape, we were 
obliged to purchase a new set of tires for the fire truck as the 
tires were twelve years old and were dangerous; the new tires 
cost $208.00. We purchased two hundred feet of new 1% inch 
hose at a cost of $200.00; also new repair parts for the truck 
pump costing $139.72. These articles were absolutely neces- 
sary to keep the equipment in proper condition. It is quite 
possible we will be obliged to purchase a few lengths of 2%4 inch 
hose during the coming summer. 


If you have a chimney that is loaded with soot and is liable 
to catch afire due to this condition, the Department has a pow- 
der dry chemical that will clear this condition and eliminate 
some of your fire hazard. If interested contact me. 


I would like to caution you that these are some of the things 
that can cause your house to burn down:

Detective or overheated chimney flues; 
Sparks on flammable roofs; 
Defective or overheated equipment; 
Improperly handled rubbish and stored articles; 
Combustibles placed too close to heaters; 
Hot ashes and coals improperly contained ; 
Children playing with matches; 
Improperly installed and maintained electrical equipment ; 
Careless handling of gas and kerosene stoves. 
These are only a few of many. Guard against them all.

Budget for walks include paying $2,500.00 borrowed this year 
plus $300.00 plowing, sanding and repairs. It might also be 
noted some outstanding orders as of last report came in and in- 
creased amount of pay shown for some firemen. 


The above budget would require a tax of 60c and we so 
recommiend. This should allow the:Trustees to end their year 
with slightly more cash on hand.
